HK i'u«carora Times-Review com pin ins of the 
inefficiency of the State law forbidding the 


sale of \ \ h i s k y t o Indians and suggests that the 
provision in the second section of the act of March 
14, IQOI. be stricken out. This section provides 
that "in no case shall the informer have any claim 
or demand against the State or county." Kvcn if 
the State courts were the only resource for the 
punishment of such orfetiders, we would question 
the policy of infoimers fees in such cases. It would 
arouse the cup.ciitv ot a class of worthless charac- 
ters who would make ''informing1' a business, and 
to secure a fee would encourge the Indians to piac- 
tice the vice whicii it is the dctijjn of the law to 
suppress. 
Besides the people naturallv detest "in- 


formers" nnd it would be difficult to convict upon 
evidence from sue!; a source. 


Hut the State law need not be invoked iri any 


case where the purcl'.asiiig Indir.n is a ward of the 
government. This composes the Piutes, Shoshones 
and land owning \Vashoes, all of whom constitute 
more than-nine-tenths of the Indian population of 
the Slate. The Federal law is efficient and as well 
enforced here in Xevada as any other Congressional 
s'atute, as is maniiesied by the fact tliat fully ten 
convictions to one acquittal follow indictments by 
United States grail"! juries. There is therefore no 
necessity for expense to the counties except in the 
cases of non-land holding \Ynshoes, none of whom 
range in the eastern couniies, and 'out few outside 
of <'nn by, l.von and Douglas. 
!Jt;t for these ex- 


ceptions there would be no necessity for a State 
law, the provisions of which arc so fully covered 
by a federal statute. 
In tact, the Stale law should 


apply only to the members of the tribe, part of 
whom are not under the jurisdiction of the United 
States courts. 


County asid township officers who discover vio- 


lators of the law should notify the United States 
District Attorney or the 1'nited States Marshal, who 
will promptly attend to such matters, and without 
expense to the county or State.

THE FIVE TRIBES DISAPPEARING. 


The Outlook. A few years ago Congress found by 
extended investigation that the- territory • was the 
harboring place of outlaws, that white men who had 
married Indian women held thousands of acres of 
the finest land, while the full-blooded Indian was 
living back in the words and barely gett'rng enough 
to sustain life. The whites and treacherous half- 
breeds were gradually grabbing all the territory. 
Congress therefore decided that it would be better 
to break iaith with them and save them the rem- 
nants of their invested funds. 


The work of winding up the affairs of the Five 


Tribes is being carried out by a commission appoint- 
ed under the Curtis Act passed in 1898. Town sites 
are being laid out and the Indians are being enroll- 
ed for their allotments of land. When those 80,000 
Indians receive their deeds for their land, there will 
be opened for settlement what Mr. Draper calls a 
"veritable paradise for white men."
